and publishers depend on subsidj&r According to ethics in Hungary 
it was quite all right- /He told me about these presents while 
in Salzburg*/ 

I felt that if he will write for the Nepszava,and will receive 
some pay he will not be able to remain unprejudiced, but of 
course I did not told him so. I Just told him that he would be 
better off by seeking outlets ip, American" publications* He promised 
me faitfully that he will take my advice* Last week one of his 
short stories did appear in the Nepszava* 

I am sure that Zsolt will always try to do his best to furnish 
unprejudiced reports, but X still fear ttmt subconsciously 
he will be swayed by such income. 

If what I believe is true, and his job IS to keep an eye on 
our Hungarian friends, and if you agree with me, you may advise 
him not to write to Hungarian papers. In any case please do 
not mention the source of this information* - Thanks* MH*
